The amendments to claim 1 overcome the 
112 rejections set forth in the office action dated March 14, 2003. The applicant's argument that "Nakazawa does not teach "a 
semiconductor portion protruding out of the channel region and not being covered with the gate electrode," it should be noted that 
Nakazawa does show this feature. Specifically, the semiconductor portion protruding out of the channel region immediately adjacent 
either the drain or source contacts (1905 or 1906) reads on this limitation. Therefore the applicant's arguments are not persuasiv and 
the rejection is proper . 
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
